Dogs again figured prominently in 
the police report for June presented 
at Narberth Borough Council on Mon- 
day night. One complaint was made 
about dogs in general at a certain ad- 
dress without any elaboration as to 
their offenses. Another complaint was 
lodged against a particular dog, who, 
it seems, barks all night, and further 
misbehaves by chasing passersby. 

A great diversity of complaints were 
received by the police. Boys were re- 
ported breaking into the Tennis Club 
and destroying property; a summons 
was served on a resident for keeping 
chickens and dogs in his garage; a 
three-year-old son was reported miss- 
ing; three chickens (whether alive or 
dead was not stated) were stolen from 
a car parked in the business district; 
a typewriter was stolen from a parked 
car on Merion Avenue. 

Gunplay also figured in the month's 
report. "On June 28," the report runs, 
"at 11:42 the Ardmore police station 
received a call that there was a man 
at the Narberth Fire House who had 
been shot in the foot." The manager 
of a chain store was merely exterminat- 
ing rats with the assistance of a .22 
rifle. One of his shots went through 
a door and hit a boy named O'Keefe. 
The manager and two clerks were ar- 
rested but later discharged, making 
settlement with the injured boy's par- 
ents. 

Boys with air rifles, a citizen re- 
ported, were amusing themselves 
shooting at the street lights on Shirley 
Road. How good their aim was the 
report does not state, but the air rifles 
are now at the Ardmore police station. 

Wet candidates polled heavy votes 
in Narberth at the primary election 
this spring, and in endeavoring to up- 
hold in his own person such sentiments 
one borough resident overdid the mat- 
ter, and was confined, by prder of 
Magistrate Tom Cronin, of Ardmore, 
for five days in the Norristown jail 
for drunkenness. 

Broadway, Harlem and Camden are 
not the only scenes of whoopee and 
frivolity. On June 23 a "wild party" 
was reported on Williams Avenue by 
a citizen. The merrymakers were told 
to desist in their noisemaking by Lieu- 
tenant Duke and Sergeant Wilson, of 
the Lower Merion force. 

A matron on Wynnedale Road re- 
ported that her front door had been 
jimmied and asked that officers go by 
more often than usual to see that it 
did not happen again. 

Errant baseballs also brought forth 
complaints. Boys who were playing 
ball on Essex Avenue found their

Brynwood Manor Pool 
Temporarily Closed 

Board of Health's Requirements 

Too Stringent for Agent 

of Property. 



BORO REFUSED PERMIT 



The project of the Brynwood Manor 
Swimming Pool, Montgomery Avenue, 
Narberth, has been abandoned by the 
Bryn Mawr Trust Company, agent for 
the owners of the property. This de- 
cision was communicated to Burgess 
Henry A. Frye by a representative of 
the Trust Company. 

A special meeting of the Narberth 
Board of Health was held last Thurs- 
day evening, July 10, at which time a 
report from a bacteriologist showed 
that the water in the pool did not meet 
the standards set fortlr by the Ameri- 
can Health Association. 

Thereupon the Board of Health stip- 
ulated that further use of the pool 
would depend on meeting certain re- 
quirements. These were the installa- 
tion of a bath house with showers and 
toilet facilities, provisions for the puri- 
fication of the water aud the construc- 
tion of a board walk around the edge 
of the pool. 

. The. cost of such improvements 
could not be justified by the Bryn 
Mawr Trust Company and in addition 
the borough refused to grant a build- 
ing permit for a' bath house. 

Suggestions from borough residents 
to the Burgess that the borough take 
over and operate the pool met . with 
the same arguments; too great an 
operating cost and the fact that the 
pool would still constitute a nuisance 
to the neighbors.

The largest assemblage ever to at- 
tend a league game at the Narberth 
Ball Park, numbering over two thou- 
sand, formed a vast human border 
about the battle-marked greensward to 
witness one of the most unexpected 
upsets in Main Line League pastiming. 
Manager "Gene" Davis' masters of 
Main Line and Philadelphia baseball 
opened a savage, unsparing assault 
against the Berwyn tribe and crumbled 
them for the third time this season 
under the ponderous count of 12 to 2. 

Narberth's ten straight victories of

Back in 1928 after Bryn Mawr 
walked away with the first-half pen- 
nant, Narberth staged a hard uphill 
fight to best the series with those 
stubborn Berwyn boys, and in turn 
trounced the Bryn Mawrites for the 
flag. In the following year the local 
pachyderms of the Main Line League 
engaged in a more propitious combat 
for the championship when they proved 
their masterdom over the Doyle Nur- 
sery boys by dropping them twice in 
the Fourth of July double-header and 
again repeated their ruthless doings for 
the second-half gonfalon by sweeping

Railroad Completes Electrification 

of Schuylkill Division to Norristown 



Electrification of the Pennsylvania 
Railroad's Schuylkill division as far as 
Norristown will be signalized by the 
first official trip of an electric train this 
Saturday evening. The coach, similar 
to those operating on the Main Line, 
is scheduled to leave Norristown at 
6:30 P. M. for Philadelphia, returning 
to the county seat about 7:40. Norris- 
town and other county officials and 
officers of clubs throughout this sec- 
tion are invited to make the trip. 

There will be no reduction in the 
present service — and for the time being, 
no improvement upon it, according to 
the line's new schedule, effective this 
Sunday, July 20. 

Thirteen trains daily will leave Cyn- 
wyd station (twelve from Bala) for 
Philadelphia, as of old, and six trains 
on Sunday. Leaving Philadelphia for 
Cynwyd station there will be fifteen 
trains daily, plus an extra one on Sat- 
urday. The old schedule calls likewise 
for fifteen trains plus one on Saturday. 
'As for Sunday, there will be six trains 
from Broad Street by Cynwyd, as there 



have been in the past. 

The service to Norristown will con- 
sist of seventeen round trips, daily, 
except Saturday and Sunday. The 
only passenger "steam train" service 
after July 20. will be two round trips 
daily between Philadelphia and Wilkes- 
Barre. Electric power will be used for 
forty-one trains, and because of the 
quicker "get away," it is estimated a 
total of 341 minutes will be cut from 
their present running time. This 
means an average of slightly over 
eight minutes faster schedule per train 
to Norristown. 

To Cynwyd station from Broad 
Street will be sixteen minutes, instead 
of between eighteen and twenty min- 
utes, as formerly was the case. 

Franklin Avenue, Norristown, will 
be the western terminus of the divi- 
sion's electrification. The line will be 
divided into five zones: the first from 
Broad Street to Norristown; the sec- 
ond from Norristown to Phoenixville; 
the third from Phoenixville to Read-

The Gregorian Catholic Club of 
Philadelphia, tending to serve as an 
impediment in Narberth's path of 
glory, found their intentions foiled 
when they fell short in their plans to 
check the incessant string of victories 
of the borough club in two attempts.

In their failure to swerve the favor- 
able course which the Narberth lead- 
ers have assumed since June 19, when 
their defeat by Pennac marked their 
last loss for the season, the Gregorian 
nine offered them access to their 
twelfth and thirteenth consecutive vic- 
torious engagements.

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Highway Report Describes 

Department's Work 

The report of the Highway and Sew- 
ers Committee of Narbcrth Borough 
Council, as presented at the July meet- 
ing of the borough government on 
Monday night, covers the items of 
routine handled by the committee dur- 
ing the past month. The report fol- 
lows: 

"In connection with the resurfacing 
of Wynnewood Court and Rockland 
Road last year, all of which was paid 
out of the Street Improvement Fund 
Account, there were certain items of 
expense which at that time it was 
agreed by Council should properly he 
paid out of the general funds of the 
borough. These were as follows: 
For lowering and changing 
sewers in bed of Wynne- 
wood Court $730.72 

For manhole and inlets at 
Wynnewood Court and 

Wynnewood Avenue 50.00 

For lowering surface drainage 
pipe at intersection of 
Rockland Road and Wood- 
side Avenue 191.05 

Total $971.77 

"We therefore recommend that at 
this time the sum of $971.77 be trans- 
ferred from the general funds of the 
borough to the Street Improvement 
Account. 

"At the request of the Burgess, we 
are attaching herewith and making a 
in the budget. 

"During the past month we have re- 
paired the intersections of Dudley and 
Haverford Avenues and Conway and 
Haverford Avenues at a total cost of 
$145.88. This was done by authoriza- 
tion • of the Highway Committee and 
had not been included in the budget. 
An inlet has been installed on the 
north side of Wynnedale Road at a 
total cost of $21.52. This is not a 
new inlet, but an improvement on the 
old one. This item also was not in- 
cluded in the budget. 

"The items of work enumerated in 
this report which were not authorized 
by the budget total $380.96, but the 
saving of $084.56 on the Essex Ave- 
nue storm sewer budget estimate 
leaves a budget balance of $303.60 in 
favor of item number eleven. This is 
pointed out merely to indicate that al- 
though several items of expenditure 
outside of the budget have been made, 
the budget total has not been ad- 
versely affected. 

"During the month of June we col- 
lected 500 cubic vards of ashes at a 
total cost of $403.02. Our total pur- 
chases of materials required for the 
jobs already enumerated during the 
month of June was $598.13. Our total 
expenses for labor during the same 
month, ash collections, street cleaning 
and street maintenance for jobs al- 
ready enumerated was $1080." 
part of this report a letter which he 
wrote to your chairman on June 19 
and the correspondence with Mr. John 
C. Horlacher, of Sabine and Essex 
Avenues, in reference to the fence 
which he erected around his property 
this year. 

"During the past month we have in- 
stalled the storm sewer at Essex and 
Woodside Avenues at a total cost of 
$615.44 for labor and materials. The 
budget estimate for this wdrk was 
$450 for labor and $850' for material. 
The actual cost was $304.92 for labor 
and $3.10.52. for material, a. saving of 
$684.56 on the estimate. 

"During June we repaired the inter- 
sections of Haverford Avenue and Oak- 
Road and of Haverford Avenue and 
lona Avenue at a total cost of $102.50. 
This item was not included on the 
1930 budget, but the condition of the 
intersections became so aggravated 
that immediate repairs were necessary. 

"A new inlet lias been installed at 
the corner of Grayling and Windsor 
Avenues at a total cost of $59.11. This 
is another item which was not included 
in the budget, but which became neces- 
sary. Another inlet has been installed 
on Essex Avenue near the rear of 
Mr. Ricklin's property at a total cost 
of $51.95. This inlet was authorized 
by Council but had not been included 
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The Swimming Pool Fuss 

Just as the Brynwood Manor Swimming Pool episode seemed closed 
following the action of the borough authorities in refusing to grant a 
building permit for a bath house and the Bryn Mawr Trust Company 
dropping the project in view of the expense which would be involved in 
meeting the Board of Health's stipulations regarding its conduct, a resi- 
dent of the neighborhood called up the editor and inquired whether the 
paper was being conducted in the interests of a group of borough poli- 
ticians or whether it is, as is stated on the masthead, a co-operative com- 
munity newspaper devoted to the best interests of the town. 

Let us state as emphatically as possible that Our Town is not run in 
the interests of any group, political or otherwise, and that it endeavors to 
serve the best interests of the community insofar as it is able. Its columns 
are open to discussion of any question which arises in the community and 
the only suppression of news it admits is that type which is considered 
objectionable by the great majority of citizens of a suburban community. 
We refer in this connection to news of juvenile delinquency, lawsuits, 
divorces, sex stories, arrests for drunken driving, etc. Of such news, we 
think any citizen will admit, there is far too much already in the city 
papers. 

As regards the accusation that borough politics has entered into this 
swimming pool question, we believe there is little or no truth to such a 
statement. In the present editor's observation of the borough govern- 
ment for the past two and one-half years, it is our opinion that politics 
play no part whatsoever in the conduct of borough affairs. To err is, of 
course, human, but we think the men in whose hands the conduct of the 
borough's business rests are as disinterested and devoted to the public 
good as any group that could be assembled in Narbcrth.

Well, they have finally succeeded in 
naming the Lindbergh lad, and now 
once again we Americans have nothing 
whatever to worry about except the 
business depression. Of course, food- 
stuffs are cheaper than they have been 
in years. Automobile prices are low, 
especially on used cars. Tn some 
places gasoline is practically being 
given away. The gasoline tax has been 
reduced. Most any one of us can af- 
ford to keep an Austin or two on the 
mantel or in the dog kennel. Air 
transportation is at the lowest level in 
history. Fine real estate can be had 
for a song, even the way I sing. 
Clothes costs are way down, as arc 
skirts. The hey-day of the consumer 
is here. And all the while salaries 
have for the most part remained on 
basically their original level. We are 
really pretty well off but, having noth- 
ing else to trouble our minds, we are 
doing our best to talk this country into 
a business depression. What we need 
more than anything else is a war or a 
good, healthy kick in the pants, pref- 
erably the latter. 

Whatever censure that body may 
merit and receive, certainly it can not 
be said that the Federal Farm Board 
has not a Lcggc to stand upon.

Narberth Defeats Berwyn 
For First Half Championship

Only four men 
were left on the bags at the end of 
the contest, which feat relates a story 
of its own in delineating the exploits 
that lead to this top-heavy victory. 

There have been many reputable 
pitchers to face the Narberth Club this 
year who at one time or another have 
been the idols of baseball, and, more 
than that, have been extreme favorites 
to check the turbulent tactics of the 
Narberth lads. But they came and 
went, sometimes never to be heard 
again. On Saturday, pitted against 
Masters on the eminence was that man 
of considerable wide baseball experi- 
ence. K. O. Wagner, the choice of 
the Doyle Nursery boys to oppose 
Walt, is a youngster who has seen 
more service in the major and 'minor 
leagues than perhaps any local pitcher 
will ever see with the possible excep- 
tion of Masters. Wagner went with 
the Albany Club and then was sent for 
I by Connie Mack, of the Philadelphia 
' champions in 1929. Wagner did not 
I seem to possess the ingredients of a 
j major league pitcher at the time, but 
I Connie believed the lad would later 
I on, so he handed him down to the 
I Wichita Falls nine, where he expected 
him to add more necessary experience 
I to his pitching career. However, 
Wagner was later handed over to the 
Portland Club, where he turned in vic- 
tories for his first two performances 
on the hill, but the club then broke up, 
leaving Wagner stranded without a 
home. In addition to all this, Wagner 



has added still more experience to his 
career with smaller clubs such as the 
Berwyn Club, for whom he has given 
his services this year. 

Joe McEntcc was Master's greatest 
support with the hickory and in his un- 
equalled performance on the initial 
sack, Joe slugged out four bombastic 
bingles out of five trips to the plate, 
one of these clouts being a homcric 
blow for his second of the season. 
McEntee's bat sent in three of the 
twelve runs earned in this game while 
he personally scampered over the disc 
on two occasions for a total of five 
runs. Joel Rubincam followed in close 
pursuit of McEntee by batting at a 
.667 pace, scoring one run and bring- 
ing in one himself. Bob Martin fell 
back in the race for the hitting cham- 
pionship of the club when in four ap- 
pearances at the pentagon he poled 
out the second home run for this fray 
which brings the total for circuit blows 
to six for the present season. 

Vernie Fleck, leader of the pack 
earlier in the season, relinquished his 
leadership among the hitters to Joe 
McEntee. but still bests his teammates 
in consecutive batting by raising the 
total to seventeen straight games to 
date. 

In this jubilant championship 
triumph every man of the Narberth 
Club scored at least one hit and one 
run for the local cause, McEntee lead- 
ing with the hits at four, and Martin 
with the runs at three. 

Walter Masters looked his best on 
the hill in going the entire route for 
the champions, while Wagndr. _wHo 
started for the visitors, became skittish 
and foundered on the mound. Man- 
ager Redmond decided that six in- 
nings of pitching were enough in this 
predicament and sent the eminent 
hurler to pitch quoits in the club 
house. During Wagner's administra- 
tion "Gene" Davis' sluggers scored 
six hits and five runs, one of these 
being a four-ply crash. Danny Trost 
came in from third base to relieve the 
stricken Wagner of his unfortunate 
ministry and was also pecked at un- 
mercifully for seven more licks and 
seven additional runs, one of these hits 
also being a homcric crack. In other 
words, it was another repetition of 
their past Ruthian display where the 
pick of any pitching corps cannot stop 
their spirited concussions with the 
cowhide. Narberth was taking no 
chances with the challengers at the 
kick-off and started out scoring by 
tabbing a run in the first inning as 
McEntee's first nick sent in Martin 
who had previously been struck by a 
wild heave.

The "Dream Home" at Sixty-ninth'

He reported for work the day after 
receiving the award, but Superintend-

Nevertheless, Jimmy was back at 
work on Saturday. And he's the same 
pleasant Jimmy Taylor, a little bit 
amazed at his good luck, but still able 
to wear his cap comfortably. 

He appeared on the stage of the 
Ardmore Theatre for a few minutes 
on Thursday night and thanked his 
friends for their efforts in his behalf. 
And if one could judge by the applause, 
his friends are willing to turn to again 
and help him win anything else he 
fixes his mind on. 

He told his audience that delightful 
as it would be to live in the "dream 
home" that good fortune would prob- 
ably go to someone else, for "my wife 
and I won't try to live beyond our 
means. 

"I have a good job and a good home 
in Ardmore, which is a good town to 
live in," said he.
